Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
conducted a phone interview with Brandi W. Sarfatis to propose amendment to claims 1 1 and 20 to obviate 101 issues 
and indicate allowable subject matter. Applicant attorney agreed with examiner's proposal to amend the claims. In 
addition, Applicant attorney indicated, he would include additional claim limitation to claims 1 and 27 to expedite 
prosecution of the case. Applicant faxed draft copy of the proposed amendment on December 21, 2006, however
